THE COUNTRY SCHOOL. 


The country school, as seen by Professor Mabel Carney 
of Columbia University, is defective in length of term and 
in standard of teaching. She estimates that the country child 
gee-, to school on an average of IHT days a year, against 
187 for city children. 
The attendance is 80 percent in the 
city against G5 in the country. 
“All this is greatly complicated,” she contends, “by the 
question of child labor on the farm. 
It is estimated that 
1,500.000 of the country children are engaged in farm labor 
to their detriment and kept out of school. 
For this reason 
illiteracy is twice as great in rural as in urban territory.” 
The Professor pays a tribute to the country home: “That 
country children prosper as well as they no is due moi t 
largely to the wholesome influence of the average country 
home than to any advantage gained by the one-teacher school. 
The one-teacher school is an archaic institution and should 
oe abandoned and replaced by consolidation as quickly as 
possible.*’ 
Miss Carney is as wrong in some of her conclusions as 
she is right in others. 
Taken as a whole, the country teach­ 
ers are probably not up to the average. 
School terms are 
not as long. 
The wide range of subjects cannot be taught. 
When she is discussing the problems of the school room itself, 
she is at home, but when she wonders off into the conclusion 
that labor on the farm is detrimental to the growing boy or 
girl, she goes wrong. 
It is a common saying that were it not for the new blood 
that is regularly going into the cities from the mountains 
and plains, they would soon decay. 
The besetting sin of the 
cities is the idleness of the young boys and girls. 
There are tasks on the farm too strenous for the growing 
boy or girl, but seldom are such tasks imposed. T.ucky is the 
boy who early learns the necessity of getting up early, being 
in the field by sunup, working from twelve to fifteen hours 
a day and then lying down to peaceful dreams and a con­ 
tented sleep. 
It is this hard work, for long hours at a time. 
which builds muscle and teaches the body to stand up under 
the hard grind that is necessary to get ahead in the cities. 
or on the farms either for that matter. 
We are given too much to sentimentality here of late. 
In our city schools, it seems to us. we are too far away from 
the old idea that the child must study and study for long 
hours at a time in order to get those habits of industry and 
accomplishment so badly needed. 
It is foolish to believe that 
nature gives this to a child, and that he should be allowed 
to go his untrammeled way.
